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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowable because the closest prior art, Vo-Dinh et al. 

[U.S. Patent No. 6,197,503] and Perov etal. [U.S. Patent No. 6,407,395], either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious a biosensor with 
multi-channel A/D conversion (or a method for determining a content of a specific 
component of a specimen), comprising: 

a chip to generate a time-dependent analog signal in response to an 
enzyme reaction initiated by a specific component of a specimen making contact 
with the chip; in combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as claimed 
and defined by applicant.
